AN BERNARDINO once was a city where 
\) “outside agitators” were resented. But 
now, for several weeks, outside agitators who 
agitate with baseball bats, guns and clubs, 
have been given a free hand in the city, and 
have committed four different outrages with- 
out once being molested by the police. 


These ‘‘agitators’. of the gun and club 
have been identified as paid ““goons’’ of the 
Teamster Union czars in San Pedro, Los An- 
geles and Santa Ana. ‘Teamster Union ofh- 
cials do not attempt to deny it. Some of 
them boast of these marauding expeditions. 
Others attempt to justify these criminal as- 
saults on the ridiculous pretext of fighting 
CIO! The meetings attacked were organized 
by the Communist Party and neither directly 
nor indirectly was the CIO involved. 

However, the ‘‘goons’”’ attacks are not a 
concern for the Communist Party alone. If 
hoodlums, gunmen and ex-convicts, no matter 
on whose payroll they may be, can set them- 
selves up as arbiters as to who can hold 
meetings and who cant, the Constitution s 
Bill of Rights becomes meaningless. 

Since the newspapers in the South are pub- 
lishing statements to the effect that these at- 
tacks are being made in the name of the 
AFL, they should be the concern of AFL 
members. 

Any honest union man, no matter what 
his opinions in politics or unionism, must feel 
aroused when such cowardly attacks are iden- 
tified with unionism, no matter what brand. 
They should translate this feeling of anger 
into action by sending protests to the Mayor 
of San Bernardino against the outrages and 
tc the Los Angeles Central Labor Council 
against the participation of men on Teamster 
Union payrolls in these attacks.

Francisco bought up Thanksgiving 
wholesale and paid 22.49 cents per pound. 
This year, the city paid 24.74 cents per 
pound. A difference of approximately 2 
cents. 

But, in retail shops where the housewife 
does her shopping, the price was 23 cents last 
year, and 33 cents this year. A DIFFER- 
ENCE OF 10 CENTS! 

We are trying to discover what happened 
to the 8 cents in between the wholesale price 
increase and the retail price increase. We 
strongly suspct that the gentleman in the top 
hat (Mr. Monopoly of Nob Hill) pocketed it. 

Of course, a learned gentleman like Gen- 
eral Hugh S. Johnson will pooh-pooh it and 
say that is bad economics, and there is noth- 
ing to the story that monopolies are jacking 
up prices. 

Economics is an academic subject to @ 
gentleman who gets huge sums from R. C. A.

N NOVEMBER 9th the U. S. 

Maritime Commission handed 
Congress a report on the Amer- 
ican merchant marine together 
with recommendations for new 
legislation. It was not a report. 
It was the dictum of national 
shipowners transcribed without 
alteration embellished with gov- 
ernmental seals and submitted

hundreds of millions of dollars 
of tax-payers’ money must lie 
at the door of three classes of 
people. First, this burden of 
costly failure rests upon the en- 
actment of an ill-advised com- 
promise law. Second, upon cer- 
tain public officials who flag- 
rantly betrayed their trust and 
maladministered those laws. 
Third, upon those individuals 
who publicly posing as patriots, 
prostituted those laws for their 
private profit.” 

Owners Indicted 

And again: 

“Private ownership and oper- 
ation of merchant and _ aerial 
transportation with government 
subsidy has resulted in a satur- 
nalia of waste, inefficiency, un- 
earned exorbitant salaries and 
bonuses, and other forms of so- 
called ‘compensation,’ corrupt- 
ing expense accounts, exploita- 
tion of the public by the sale 
and manipulation of stocks, the 
‘values’ of which are _ largely 
based on the hope of profit from 
robbing the taxpayer, and a gen- 
eral transfer of energy and labor 
from operating business to ‘oper- 
ating on’ the tax-payer. 

“Measured by results, the sub- 
sidy system, as operated, has 
been a sad, miserable and cor- 
rupting failure. Many of its apol- 
ogists have been shown to be

The highly subsidized Dol- 
lar Line is an example. Between 
the years 1923 to 1932 inclusive, 
four officials of this line received 
a total of $14,690,528 in salaries, 
bonuses and profits. 

Is it any wonder that these 
shipowners are willing to spend 
a lot of money and pull any 
strings they can get their hands 
on in order to restore this pleas- 
ant and efforfless source of in- 
come? 


A Fleet for Nothing 


Under the old system, the gov- 
ernment sold to the Export 
Steamship Company eighteen 
steamships which had cost $42, 
000,000 to build, for two cents 
on the dollar. The full price 
the shipowners paid for the fleet 
was $1,071,431. 

When Mr. Herberman, presi- 
dent of the Export Lines, re- 
turned from Washington where 
he negotiated this deal, he 
turned in an expense account 
of $300,000. 

But that is nothing. The Dollar 
Lines, which employ Chinese 
labor on their ships at extremely 
low rates of pay, were one of 
the heaviest beneficiaries of the 
subsidy bill. On October 2, 1922 
the Dollar interests organized 
the Admiral Oriental Line with

Neither is this intended to be a reflection on 


the student body as a whole, but rather on the 
stifling atmosphere in which they are forced to 
move. It is very likely that the rowdies who 
think it fun to go on a rampage, are the sons 
and daughters of well-to-do families who don't 
have to worry about unemployment, wages, or 
anything else of social significance, and who 
would just as soon break up 4 peace rally, @ 
students’ strike or forums, or a picket line, as 
to whoop it up for a Big Game. In either case, 
their courage has to be bolstered up by imbib- 
ing freely. 

Students who have to work 
through college, or who are concerned with 
such social problems as civil rights, are not 
so likely to go out On a spree of destruc- 
tion. It may occur to them that it smacks

Four Main Steps 


Briefly these are: 

(1) Federal legislation for li- 
censing all interstate business 
enterprises to secure compliance 
with a code of protecting the 
rights of labor. 

(2) Federal wage and hour 
legislation to increase employ- 
ment through shorter hours 
and to guarantee a minimum 
wage sufficient to afford a 
decent standard of living. 


(3) Federal recognition of the 
right of every worker to have 
a job, appropriation of sufficient 
funds for WPA and PWA so 
that every unemployed person 
may have work which will pro- 
vide a decent standard of living, | 


social security legislation to ex- 
tend its operation and increase 
its benefits. This to include ear- 
lier and larger old age benefits, 
with special benefits for perm- 
anent total disability and for 
surviving widows and orphans; 
unemployment compensation for 
all jobless workers; a complete 
health program; and extension 
of the program to include agri- 
cultural, domestic and marine 
workers and others not at pre- 
sent covered by it. 


This is not the first time, of 
course, that organized labor has 
advanced its legislative pro- 
grams, But the new element to- 
day is the greatly increased vot- 
ing power behind this CIO pro- 
gram, due to the new social

The new power which labor
